It’s ‘politics as unusual’ in ASB elections 


Allegations, denials, controversies surround presidential hopefuls.

Not since the impeachment of ASB President Larry Ribal 
in 1969, has Santa Ana College politics been surrounded by 
so much controversy. The usually uneventful campaign for 
president erupted in turmoil last Friday when it was alleged 
that Jerry Wisegarver, a presidential hopeful, had served 
nine years in Folsom Sate Penitentiary for the murder of a 
policeman. 

Joe Leoni, a cabinet member under current President 
Mario Diaz, charged last week that Wisegarver had told him 
of his participation in a shootout in Anaheim in which a 
policeman had been killed. “Wisegarver told me that he was 
a heroin addict for 19 years and also was a member of an 
outlaw motorcycle, gang. 

“He said that in 1969 he was involved in a shootout with 
police where a police officer was shot and killed, and that he 
subsequently spent nine years in Folsom,” Leoni claimed. 

Leoni was working on the campaign for candidate Fred 
Kemp at the time he made the charges, but said he was not 
bringing it out to help Kemp. “I feel it is the right of the 
students to know,” commented the ASB Commissioner of 
Public Relations. 

Wisegarver, this year’s ASB vice president, said, “I 
categorically deny the allegations made toward me.” 

When asked to clarify the statements and explain what 
had actually transpired, Wisegarver declined comment. 
“My past is my business,” he said. He did say that for those 
who wanted an explanation, “I’m usually available for one- 
on-one consultations.” 

But that didnot clear up the question of the truthfulness of 
the allegations. Then, in a telephone interview Tuesday, 
Philip Guthre, press information officer for the California 
State Department of Corrections, confirmed that 
Wisegarver had spent time in Folsom, but not for murder, 


and not nine years. 

Guthrie stated that Wisegarver entered Folsom on 
March 1, 1978. He had been transferred there from the 
California Institute of Corrections for Men at Chino. On 
Sept. 19, 1978, he was sent to the Sierra Conservation 
Center in Jamestown, California, a low-security facility 
according to Guthrie. He was released on parole on May 1, 
1979 and discharged entirely on May 9, 1980. 

According to Orange County Superior Court records, 
Wisegarver pled quilty to second degree burglary on Jan. 
24, 1978 and was sentenced to two years in the state

penitentiary and one year on parole. Though the burglary 
had been committed on June 15, 1972, Wisegarver was not 
arrested until Jan. 19, 1978 because he was out of the state 
during the interim. Other charges were pending in Topeka, 
Kansas at the time; however, according to the transcripts of 
the trial they were dropped. 

The question was immediately raised as to whether 
Wisegarver, if elected as the ASB chief executive could 
serve on the Board of Trustees, (as a non-voting 
representative of the students) having been convicted of a 
felony. Don McCain, associate dean of Students, said he 


had known that Wisegarver had been on parole, but had not 
thought about it affecting his bid for the presidency. 


After checking with the Registrar of Voters and the 
Orange County Board of Education, McCain said 
Wisegarver could sit on the Board if elected to do so. The 
qualifications called only for the person not to be on parole or 
in prison at the time he is elected to the position. 

Kemp, somewhat upset that Wisegarver’s past was made 
an issue by someone in his campaign, said, “I hope the 
student body will disregard Jerry’s record and vote on the 
real issues.” When asked why he thought Leoni made the 
charges, Kemp, who said he was present when Wisegarver 
allegedly told the bizarre tale, said, “I think he (Leoni) did 
what he felt he had to do.” Kemp then said he had replaced 
Leoni in his campaign. 


The real issues Kemp had said he hoped everyone would 
vote on seem to be the only thing that every candidate, 
including a third presidential bidder, Alan Glish, can agree 
upon. They have all stated that the spending of $40,000 in 
student funds for games and furnishings for the new Student 
Center was the single-most important issue. However, they 
all seem to agree on what the money should go for. 


The reserve fund was donated to the new Student Center 
in 1979 by the Student Senate and designated to go toward 
the purchase of games and furnishings. This was done after 
RSCCD Board President John Dowden sought the funds to 
help defray the costs of the controversial building which was 
costing $1.3 millionmore than the expected $3.2 million 
originally budgeted. 


McCain has stated that it will be the student government 
for next year that will decide how the money is spent. He 
said he sees the items at the top of the list to be a large 
screen TV for Monday Night Football, ping pong tables,

Hunter happy 


Garden Grove Center going strong

Despite classrooms torn apart 
and equipment still in their boxes, 


the Garden, Grove ‘Center, 
formerly Peters School, opened its 
doors in January. 

“I smiled a lot that night,” 
reminisced Director Jerry Hunter. 
“I don’t know how I got through it. 
The center needed so much 
work.” 

The one-time junior high school, 
now satellite for the Rancho 
Santiago Community College 
District, held its open house for 
the community last Wednesday 
night. 

Dignitaries such as the mayor 
and the city council and unified 
district members were invited in 
addition to college administrators. 


The new facility is doing well 
with a tittle more than 3,000 
students attending, according to 
Hunter. However, most of the 
students enrolled in night classes 
so Hunter is now looking for ways 
to increase day attendance. 


“We're going to try to offer a 
complete program so that a 
student can take all the classes for 
a degree in one place,” Hunter 
explained. “In that way there will 
be more continuity.” 

The former assistant dean of 
humanities believes the center will 


get better. “It’s accessible to the 
community,” he stated. “The 
environment is relaxed and more 
personal than the main campus. 

“Here, if someone has a 
problem, because we are small we 
can get to it right away. It’s also a 
good campus for returning 
students who might be 
overwhelmed by the larger 
campus.” 


Many programs have been 
moved to the former junior high, 
such as the air transportation 
classes and energy technology. 


“Most of the classes have been 
transformed from lecture type 
classrooms to facsimiles of 
working places,” Hunter said. 


The air transportation students 
have a cabin similar to an 
airplane’s to learn in simulated 
surroundings what flight 
attendants are supposed to know. 


Hunter says he is getting a great 
deal of satisfaction out of working 
at the Garden Grove Center. 
“Everyday there’s something new. 
Of course we started from 
scratch, but it’s good ‘to see 
improvement.” 


The strides taken by the center 
were likened to being a parent by 
Hunter. “It’s great, like being a 
daddy. It takes awhile to see 
change, but it’s there,” Hunter 
concluded.

Faculty Senate sets ethical policy; 
outlines instructors’ obligations

The Faculty Senate recently confirmed a statement 
of professional ethics for instructors at SAC. 


With today’s constant criticism of the changing 
education systems, such a statement of ethics will 
inform the public what the instructors at SAC really 
are standing for. 


The need for such a statement to improve the ways 
of teaching was voiced by previous Faculty Senate 
President Lee Dryden and speech communication 
teacher Dorothy Matkin, who together made the 
proposal to the Senate. “Since most universities and 
professions have a specific code of ethics, we at SAC 
felt the need of having one too,” even though most 
commuinty colleges don’t have such a code, Matkin 
said. 


“Even though most teachers have certain ethics, 
we find it valuable to have a written statement we all 
can refer to,” Matkin stated. “The rules are already 
written down. This statement shows the philosophy 
behind the rules,” she explained, and used as an 
example the case of teachers meeting their office 
hours. 


The document states: the teaching code 
“endeavors to make more explicit the professional 
ethics by which teachers evaluate themselves and 
their colleagues.” It includes statements dealing with 


SAC instructors’ responsiblities with respect to 
students and colleagues, as well as to the district and 
community. 


Teachers’ obligation toward students as mentioned 
in the code are, for instance, “to respect the dignity 
and worth of each individual student . . . to keep 


scheduled office hours and provide constant 


preparedness of up-to-date teaching materials . . . to 
restrain from neglecting students” in favor of other 
things, etc. 


So what then can the student do if he feels an 
instructor doesn’t live up to the ethics provided for by 
this statement? 


Matkin’s recommendation is that “students then 
should investigate further what they can do about it,” 
by asking the administration for advice, etc. 


The new policy, which will be fully in effect by the 
beginning of next semester, will probably not cause 
any big change -in present teaching techniques as 
such. The greatest influence, according to Matkin, will 
be “if there is some unprofessional behavior among 
instructors at SAC, the general public will know that it 
occured outside the school’s standards.” 


In other words, no one outside the school can 
accuse the entire college of practicing unprofessional 
teaching methods, when in fact only one person broke 
the code of ethics. 


This may be a good idea for other junior colleges 
to take after. It can certamly not hurt their reputation.

ASSAC tables bill again 


The new absentee senate bill was again tabled one week at 
Monday’s senate meeting in order to facilitate outside debate. At the 
time Mario Diaz, ASB President, received his copy of the new bill for 
the first time. 


Additional action included a discussion of last week’s Country Fair. 
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Can we afford it? 


The ASB Senate, in 1979, dedicated its entire reserve fund ($40,000) to 
the furnishing of the student union which will be housed in the new John 
E.. Johnson Student Center. With that building scheduled to open in 
September, 1981, the spending of those monies has become an issue in 
the election of next year’s ASB government. 

At about the same time, it was decided that the student body fee 
would be eliminated, thus taking away all funding of the student 
government. The loss of the reserve leaves ASB with the interest 
accumulated on that amount which now totals $3,819.15. That form of 
funding has been replaced with a share of the profits from the 
bookstore. In other words, the ASB holds the purse, but the Rancho 
Santiago Community College District holds the purse strings. 


City, state and local governments have much the same relationship 
with the federal government. And we all know that they do not have to 
go along with what the feds say. They also do not have to collect federal 
aid. 

This is not to say that the administration or trustees of the college 
would attempt to manipulate the student body government by 
controlling it funds. This is also not meant to say that it will not happen. 
But the only way to insure that that is not a possibility is to remain 
financially independent. 

Now, $40,000 may not seem like it will provide much independence, 
but that is enough to run the ASB for six semesters at its current budget. 

The idea came about when then Board President John Dowden 
asked for the funds in 1979. He did so after learning that the lowest bid 
for the new building had come in at $1.3 million over the originally $3.2 
million already budgeted. Total costs for the building, including Alves’ 
payment, is estimated at $5.5 million. 

If the district could see its way clear to retain architect Al Alves, who 
swore to the last minute that the bids would come under the budget, 
and if the district could see its way clear to pay architect Al Alves 
$210,000 for all he has done, why do they need the student funds? 

It seems a not-so legitimate request by the Board of Trustees that the 
students give up their funds to help make up for the poor judgment used 
in nearly every facetof the new center. 

It is hoped that the new student body government will seek counsel as 
to the appropriateness of that decision and retain the funds. With the aid 
of an independent investment firm, the students could continue to hold 
the only thread of self-reliance left to them. 

If the district cannot afford to furnish the student union, it seems 
highly unlikely that the district could afford to have paid Alves more than 


. $200,000 to date for his work on the Orange Canyon site, SAC’s new 


second campus. 

But wait, perhaps the district is counting on the students donating 
their remaining $3,819.15 to offset any cost overruns which may arise 
from that multi-million dollar facility.

semester of the past 10 years at Santa Ana College, 
you can probably answer yes to both questions. 

Each term, the biology department takes its 
beginning students on a nature/learning tour through 
Irvine Park. 

“The field trip was written into the lab manual over 
10 years ago,” said biology instructor Dan Goldmann. 

That is one chapter in the book that doesn’t have to 
be edited each year. “That just shows a certain 
relationship in different plants in the park,” he 
explained. “They’re there from year to year. Almost 
everything is the same except for the poison ivy that 
has been cleared out.” 

Students with lab manuals and pens in hand follow 
the instructor on the trail of nature. 

“We want the students to appreciate nature and 
biology,” Goldmann said. “The thing to do is to go out 
and show them the environment.” 

When the weather’s agreeable, the course can be 
quite interesting. 

A plant that used to be known as “that thing with 
the red berries and the prickly leaves” is given the 
name “Toyon.” 

And those luscious berries that look like they’d 
make a good pie . . . they’re poisonous. 


they can be found in a different form near the trail’s 
end. 

“You guys might think this is gross,” Pat said as she 
searched for a solid owl pellet, “but actually its very 
interesting.” 

Sure enough, as she pulled the fur ball apart, the 
bones of the rat were clearly recognizable. “The owl 
digests the meat and proteins and throws up the rest,” 
she shared. 

“It’s nice,” he commented. “I even take my kids 
there sometimes. When I ask my students questions, 
my kids can tell them the answers.” 

Although the trail has not yet been hazardous to 
students dressed in the proper attire, Goldmann who 
is fascinated by the fruit of the Prickly Pear Cactus, 
became the first to demonstrate what not to do. 

“One day last summer, I was trying to get the fruit 
off the Prickly Pear Cactus when I slipped and fell,” 
he laughingly remembered. “It wasn’t the big thorns 
that hurt though. It was the little ones that hook onto 
your skin like hair.” 

For two weeks Goldmann’s skin was slightly 
infected and it hurt to sleep on the arm he used to 
catch his fall. 

“But the fruit,” he noted, “is a delicacy.”

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Strong second season

But an early season slump caused the veteran coach to re-evaluate the 
club. “I was disappointed with the performances of many people and | 
began to wonder whether I had expected too much too soon.” 


The doubt is almost gone from Reach’s thoughts, though, after last 
week’s 7-6 win over Fullerton. The victory was the fifth for the Dons in 
their last six games and for the third year in a row, aJim Reach--coached 
team had broken into the 20-win plateau. The streak was somewhat 
subdued, however, when Mt. San Antonio posted a 13-9 triumph over the 
Dons Saturday. 


“We are playing better,” Reach said simply. “There is a certain amount 
of luck involved in winning consistently and we’ve had more breaks come 
our way.” 


More and more the depth of the squad is becoming apparent. Not to 
the point where second and third stringers are as good as the starters, 
but it is evident that SAC is relying on every player to win. 


“Everybody is playing their part,” Reach explained of the team that is 
98in league play, 20-12 overall. “Mike Rupp is hot now (9 RBI’s in his last 
three games prior to Mt. SAC) and even though Rick Abbott may be 
hitting .240, he has three game-winning hits.” Against Fullerton, it was 
shortstop Dave Lucas’ sacrifice fly that pulled the game out for SAC in 
the ninth inning. 


To clinch a berth in the Shaughnessy Playoffs, the squad needed to win 
its final league game of the year, Thursday at San Diego Mesa. If his team 
makes into post-season play, Reach feels anything can happen especially 
if it reaches its ultimate potential. 


“We are playing with more intensity and now it is just a matter of trying 
to peak for the playoffs. Physically, we don’t match up with some of the 
other SCC teams, but you can’t measure the heart on this squad.” 


A strong end-of-the-season finish has become a Jim Reach-trademark. 
Last year, the Dons won five of their last seven in posting a 29-9 season 
record.
